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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schiel (6,004,429) or Edwards et al (6,287,426) in view of Hay et al (WO 0012817 - 
PCT/GB.99/02684) 

The claims are rejected as set forth in the First Office Action, Paper No. 9. 

2. Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive of patentability. It is urged that 
there is no motivation or suggestion to use the Hay fabric in the Schiel or Edwards et al 
inventions. Motivation is found in pages 1 and 2 of Hay et al where it is explicitly stated 
that the fabric is advantageously used as a forming fabric especially for tissue 
machines, which Schiel and Edwards et al are. 

It is also urged that Schiel and Edwards et al do not show the forming element, 
two rotating dewatering belts, shoe press, the length of the press zone, pressure. These 
elements are all well known and shown by Schiel or Edwards et al. Note that the 
pressure and nip lengths are notoriously well known and can be found in column 4 of 
Schiel.
